Ut> had the well-balanced busi-

I am deeply indebted to you wh 


come from other towns and cities, bu 
the greeting at a man's own home gos 
to his heart more than any othe 
[cheers'], and it is to you of Augusta 
aud of almost all Maine, who havo don 
me this great honor, that I pour m, 
thanks. [Applause.] 


I have seen iu my last year much of 


many countries beyond the sea, bnt I 
have seen nothing m any kingdom ot' 
Europe which did not give me a deeper 
and more profound appreciation of my 
own country. [Applause.] I hove seeu 
everything to make an American thank 
God he was born under the sovereignty 
ropresented by tha stars and stripes. 
[Cheers. ] 
I bavo seen nothing in Europe in in- 


dustrial systems that did not confirm 
me in my belief that tbe system of the 
United Slates is far wiser and more 
beneficial to evory workinamati and citi- 
zen than any one we could borrow and 
imitate.
